—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 67 read with section 8 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Prac¬ 
tices Act, ] 969 (54 of 1969), the Central Go vemment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Monopolies and R:s trictivc 
Trade Practices Commission (Recruitment of Members of Staff) Rules, 1974, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be-called the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Recruitment of Members of Staff) 
Amendment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette.
